How Many People Died from Opioids While Scott 
and Florida Lawmakers Coddled Big Pharma?

As the behind-the-scenes story of America’s worst 
drug epidemic becomes known, a deadly starring 
role belongs to the Florida politicians who looked the 
other way while the state turned into a destination 
flea market for opioid buyers. 


More than 5.5 billion oxycodone and hydrocodone 
pills poured into Florida between 2006 and 2012, 
according to data recently provided to The Washington 
Post by the U.S. Drug Enforcement Agency. 


The math works out to about 42 doses annually for 
every Floridian. Only California suffered a bigger 
deluge of prescription painkillers during that stretch. 


Those were the years when you could drive down any 
interstate in Florida and see billboards for storefront 
“pain management” clinics, notorious pill mills that 
drew thousands of out-of-state drug dealers and 
addicts. 


By 2009, authorities counted more than 900 of 
these in-and-out operations, which were fueling a 
spike in overdoses from the Keys all the way to the 
Ohio Valley. “We became the pill supplier for the rest 
of the country,” said Dave Aronberg, a former Florida 
state senator who is now Palm Beach state attorney. 


“Asleep at the wheel for a decade,” is the way 
Aronberg described state leaders’ reaction to the 
crisis. 
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And no one was sleepier than then-Gov. Rick Scott, 
now a U.S. senator. Back in 2011 he sought to shut 
down a new state prescription-monitoring database 
that was designed to stop people from “doctor 
shopping” and to identify outlaw physicians who 
were overprescribing. 


Scott’s concern, echoed by some other Republicans, 
was that the computerized opioid-tracking system 
was “an invasion of privacy.” 


I’m not kidding. That’s what these geniuses said. 


It was music to the ears of every crooked pill peddler, 
a profession that craves privacy above all else. Drug- 
enforcement officials reacted less warmly to Scott’s 
dealer-friendly idea, and eventually he was shamed 
into changing his mind. 


The state’s prescription database quickly became a 
key weapon in shutting down sleazy pill mills. It did 
not, however, stop the avalanche of opiates, which 
were still being sold in astronomical numbers by 
legitimate pharmacies. 


One Walgreens near Port Richey was ordering 
74,706 pills a month, or about 26 doses for every 
man, woman and child in the city. 


DEA records show that 90 percent of opioids entering 
Florida between 2006-2012 were distributed by 
Walgreens and 10 other companies, including CVS, 
Walmart and Publix. 


CLA TOONZ Cay 
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Former Florida Governor Rick Scott, now a U.S. senator, 
quashed an opioid-tracking system that could have helped 
save abusers’ lives. 


Nine of every 10 pills prescribed in Florida were 
manufactured by four corporations: SpecGx, a 
subsidiary of Mallinckrodt; Actavis Pharma; Par 
Pharmaceutical; and Amneal Pharmaceuticals. 


Those 15 total companies—and top individuals 
associated with them—donated $8.4 million to 
Florida candidates and political committees between 
2006 and 2012, and have given another $12.1 million 
since 2013, according to a study by the Herald and 
the Tampa Bay Times. 


You don’t need a political science degree to make 
the connection between the pill industry’s campaign 
donations and the balky political response to the 
opioid epidemic. 


Pasco County Tax Collector Mike Fasano, a GOP 
state lawmaker during that period, ruefully admitted 
to a reporter that those corporate contributions 
stalled legislative action that might have saved lives: 


“Money was talking in Tallahassee, unfortunately as 
people were dying,” he said. 


Money was also talking in Washington, D.C. During 
that seven-year period when the painkiller epidemic 
exploded, major drug companies rained campaign 
checks on Congress while flooding the country with 
76 billion oxycodone and hydrocodone pills. 


West Virginia, which led the nation in fatal overdoses, 
got enough for 66.5 pills per person annually. It was 
63.3 pills per person in Kentucky, 58 per person in 
South Carolina and so on. 


That’s how the opioid crisis spread. Once authorities 
finally began to crack down, desperate pill addicts 
turned to heroin and, more recently (and lethally), 
fentanyl. 


Today, more than 2,000 towns, cities and counties 
are suing the drug makers in federal court in 
Cleveland. The judge in that case ordered the DEA

database be made public over the objection of the 
Justice Department and pharma companies. 


It’s an obscene story, and some of the firms have 
made settlement offers to avoid a trial. The wave 
of opioid litigation is now bigger than what hit the 
tobacco industry. 


More than 40 states and tribal entities have also 
sued the drug makers and distributors for billions 
in damages. Among those plaintiffs is the state of 
Florida, where it all was allowed to begin. 


Ironically, Florida’s no-longer-drowsy legislature has 
passed a new law allowing the attorney general to 
pursue the opioid industry using information from 
the state’s own prescription-monitoring database. 


The very same one that Rick Scott, Mr. Privacy, 
wanted to kill.

Remembering Hans McMinamin

In the early oughts of this century, I played the 
Friday happy hour show at a Destin restaurant/ 
nightclub called Blues. 


I liked the gig. All I had to do was provide background 
piano and be pleasant to the patrons. 


One night, just as I was starting the last set of my 
shift, a woman walked up to my keyboard and said, 
“Hi, my name is Susan. My fiancé Hans and I came 
here for dinner but stayed to listen to you.” 


That’s when I first noticed the man standing next to 
her. I acknowledged him with a nod. 


She continued. “He’s an amazing guitarist from 
Germany and he'd like to sit in with you tonight.” 


Hans said, “I can get my acoustic from the car. If you 
don’t mind?” 


I didn’t mind. He seemed a nice guy. I liked his 
accent, and he was shorter than me. 


His girl obviously loved him. 
Besides, I thought. How bad a picker can he be? 


He plugged in, tuned up, and we started. Forty-five 
minutes later, I told Hans, “That’s the best set of 
music I’ve ever played. And, it’s all because of you.” 


He laughed and said, “The piano player had 
something to do with the magic. Don’t forget him.” 


Hans didn’t forget me. He came by every time he was 
in town. 


Then he moved to the states and, for approximately 
a decade, we worked as a duo and I played keyboard 
in a couple of his “American bands.” 


Hans told great stories about touring Europe and 
backing Sunnyland Slim, Katie Webster and Rick 
Derringer. In fact, one year, Hans arranged for Rick 
to share the bill with Pat Travers at our local Club LA. 


And Hans booked us to open for these rockers. I was 
excited. 


Then, my feet started freezing. My throat felt tight 
and I was sick to my stomach. 


I didn’t want to do the show. I was out of my league. 


I told Hans, “Ill just let you down on stage anyway. 
Might as well do it now when no one’s watching.” 


Hans laughed and said, “No, you are going to do the 
show. I wouldn’t ask you if I thought you were going 
to fail me. You are doing the show.” 


I did the show. I even played “Rock and Roll Hoochie 
Koo” with Hans, Rick Derringer and his band. 


I had a good time. 
Afterwards, I told Hans, “If I had bailed on you, I 


would’ve never realized Derringer is shorter than both 
of us.”

We laughed a lot, Hans and I. He opened his house 
to me and I spent a lot of time there. 


He loved his family. He was absolutely devoted to 
his wife and child. 


After that first decade, other commitments and unex- 
pected events made our gigs and social time together 
dwindle to almost nothing. We didn’t talk to each other 
for months. Once, it was over a year between hellos. 


But I was always telling somebody about him. No 
less than once a week, every week, in glowing terms, 
I made mention of Hans. 


Then, three years ago, thanks to Franko 
“Washboard” Jackson, Hans and I were together 
again for a couple of weeks at Stinky’s Fish Camp. 
We played a show or two with Franko the next year. 


The last time I saw him was when he filled in for an 
Emerald Coast Blues Brothers guitarist in, I think, 
2018. 


He wasn’t feeling well, just out of the hospital, but 
when asked to play the last song of the evening, he 
chose “The Thrill Is Gone.” 
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Words can’t describe. I wish everyone in the world 
had been there. 


One day, years ago, Hans said, “Joe, we are 
friends. Friends. We have this communication 
that is constant. We can live in different towns, 
different countries, on different planets, fail to 
meet or talk for eons and still, inside, we will 
know each other completely. We won’t have to 
‘catch up.” 


So, when we meet again, I won’t have to tell him 
that he was my Dr. John, Dave Bartholomew, Lil’ 
Buck and Art Neville all rolled into one. I won’t have 
to tell him that his faith in me made me believe in 
myself as a musician. I won’t have tell him how 
deeply I respect and love him. How I’ve treasured 
our time spent on this earth together, I won’t have 
to tell him. 


I guess that’s why I’m telling you. 


Upon hearing of his passing, Billy Garrett stated, 
“Hans was a Giant.” 


Yes, he was. Bigger than a dozen JoE Fingas and 
Rick Derringers stacked on top of each other.

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Hurricane Michael Over Six Months Later: 
Robert’s Story

A large group of people wait outside of Innovative 
Charities in Jackson County an hour before the food 
pantry opens. Rules for hurricane relief supplies and 
how to register are posted on the door. 


Robert Arnold, the director of Innovative Charities, 
drives up in a truck pulling a large trailer. Several 
volunteers meet him and immediately start sorting 
food into bins. Four people set up a pop-up tent, and 
two kids from a local church volunteer setting up 
tables and setting out boxes of veggies. 


The crowd increases in the time that the volunteers 
set up supplies. Most people in the line are elderly, 
but there are also a few young women with small 
children waiting. Many of these people experienced 
severe damage to their homes during the storm. One 
woman approaches us and says the vegetables and 
chicken she had frozen during the summer that 
normally would get her through the winter were 
destroyed during the storm. Many people in this 
region grow and preserve their own food and share 
with their neighbors, but power loss caused their 
frozen stores to perish. 


Jackson County is one of the poorest areas of 
Florida. The people in line are white, black and 
Hispanic. Everyone needs help. Here at Innovative 
Charities, poverty is colorblind. One boy says, 
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“Sometimes we have like 75 people. Sometimes we 
have like over 200.” 


Robert is a good-natured man with a kind smile. He 
wears a t-shirt from a religious organization, but 
isn’t preachy. He says that since the storm they have 
significantly more people that need help. He is able 
to get enough food donations but is running low on 
essentials like beds, gasoline and building supplies. 


He says they really could use a load of lumber 
and roofing materials. If he could request a type of 
donation, it would be gift cards to the local Walmart 
so they could go and get the supplies need when they 
run low. If he could get a flat of twin beds donated, 
he could place them quickly. Right now, the number 
one issue in the area is housing—many of the people 
he helps are living in tents or in homes that are 
damaged and many that are condemned. They need 
FEMA trailers, but many people have not received 
them. 


One of the common aftermaths of the storm is more 
grandmothers are taking care of their grandchildren 
while their grown children go elsewhere to look for 
work. These grandparents are on fixed incomes and 
now have more mouths to feed. 


Robert says the churches and local groups have been 
working hard to try to help since the storm happened, 
but many of these organizations are running low 
on resources. “The government’s doing their usual 
governmental thing of bickering and fighting, and the 
news media has forgotten about us,” he says. 


He adds, “We’re going to rebuild. It’s going to take a 
long time.”

Review: “Stories” Falls Short on Grownup Scares 


Scary Stories to Tell in the Dark 
Directed by Andre Ovredal 
In Theaters 


For ‘80s and ‘90s kids, Scary Stories to Tell in the 
Dark were must-own books. I had all three original 
books complete with the original artwork, up until 
some point when my teenaged self sold them at a 
yard sale. 


Recently I replaced the books, and it’s interesting 
to revisit the stories, which are built around a 
simplistic style of storytelling. Most of them are 
no more than a page long, and not much is known 
beyond the character’s name and their demise. 


The original books were simple, written for kids in 
such a way that they were meant to be read aloud 
around the campfire. These were not sweeping tales, 
epics, or full worlds. Without the original artwork 
of immersive ink drawings that captured readers’ 
imaginations, the series probably would have faded 
in popularity instead of taking hold of our psyches. 


Taking this series of unconnected short stories 
and making them into a movie isn’t a simple task. 
We're not working with well-rounded Stephen King 
style characters, but with these little chunks and 
nuggets about cursed individuals. It’s no surprise 
that the movie version of Scary Stories can only lean 
on the source material so much. 


Maintaining a PG-13 rating and shying from blood 
and most graphic content, the primary goal of the 
flick is in bringing those ink drawing monsters 
to the big screen. The vast majority of the special 
effects and monsters are practical—there is very 
little CGI at play here. They are grounded in reality 
and grounded in the source material. The shining 
stars of the film are unquestionably the monsters. 


I walked out of the theater wishing the stories 
would have been presented in more of an anthology

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format, something like a grownup Are You Afraid of 
the Dark? Instead, it feels like part of the Stranger 
Things universe. The movie centers on kids going up 
against the supernatural, and I was hoping for less 
Goosebumps and more Tales from the Crypt. 


Logically, those creative choices make sense—the 
source material was written for children. But as an 
adult, I had hoped for a little more.

Vermouth — Out of the Liquor 


Closet

You’ve seen it in bars. It generally travels in 
pairs, Red (Manhattans) and White (Martinis). 
Sometimes the labels are yellowed and 
the bottles dusty. You might never see the 
bartender use either. It’s vermouth. 


Vermouth is fortified, aromatized wine, 
meaning wine that’s been spiked with a little 
alcohol and flavored with assorted herbs, 
roots, peels, barks, spices and whatever. It’s 
relatively low in proof—between 14.5 and 
22 percent alcohol by volume (ABV). It can 
be sweet, bitter, fruity, spicy, or peppery. 
Our ancestors loved it, and thought it was 
good for them—debatable. 


The name “vermouth” was bestowed in the 
18th century, from the German word for 
“wormwood,” once a required ingredient, 
now most commonly associated with that 
Gothic tipple Absinthe. 


Most vermouth comes from Europe, 
though the U.S. and Australia are making 
a start. The Continentals enjoy it chilled 
straight or on ice, with seltzer, and as an 
ingredient in a variety of both simple and 
fancy cocktails. 


Vermouth is generally inexpensive. Once 
opened, it doesn’t have a long shelf life. 
Even refrigerated—which it should be— 
experts say to drink it up in a month 
or two. The good news is that many 
vermouths are available in half-size (375 
ml) bottles. 


The other good news is you don’t have to drink 
it by itself, there are plenty of drinks beyond the 
Manhattan/Martini Universe that incorporate 
vermouth. 


Here’s my take on six vermouths, some available 
locally, one I had to travel to Atlanta to find. 


Dolin Rouge Vermouth de Chambery (France) 
32 Proof (16 Percent ABV) 

$12.99 for 750 ml 

Chilled, neat. Color is dark amber, sherry-like. 
“Probably one of the best in the world!” So says 
the modest website. Nose is cherry pie filling and 
candied orange, with a little herbal mint at the 
end. Taste is juicy—intense cherry and dark berry, 
prune, a hint of root beer, but light-bodied. Peppery 
finish. Less sweet than you think it’s going to be, 
more balanced. Like sniffing a Christmas candle or 
tasting really high-class preserves. 


Noilly Prat Extra Dry (France) 

36 Proof (18 Percent ABV) 

$9.49 for 750 ml 

Reportedly an 1813 recipe from the south of France. 
The vermouth of choice for serious Martini drinkers. 
Made from white wines blended with “Roman 
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chamomile and gentian from France, bitter orange 
peels from Tunisia and nutmeg from Indonesia.” 
Mild herbal scent, tea and bone-dry sherry. Fruity 
at first, then quickly dries and leaves that herbal/ 
sherry finish, nutty and a little salty. Use enough 
in your Martini to taste it—gin is a hard act to 
accompany and this deserves a chance. The website 
recommends it on ice with a twist of lemon or topped 
up with soda or sparking white wine. Or a few drops 
on your opened oysters. Ooh la la. 


Martini & Rossi Extra Dry (Italy) 

30 Proof (15 Percent ABV) 

$4.99 for 375 ml 

More than 40 different herbs “from around the 
world.” Chilled, neat. Pale white wine color. Mild and 
faint scent of lemon, pineapple and herbs. Lemon- 
drop candy taste, touch of brine, a little pepper at 
the finish to add warmth. 


Carpano Punt e Mes (Italy) 

32 Proof (16 Percent ABV) 

$22.99 for 750 ml 

If you like your Manhattans/Rob Roys on the not- 
so-sweet side with a touch of dried fruit, this is 
your vermouth. That said, it does not get lost, even 
against scotch in a Rob Roy. Made from “Hillside 
wine, sugar and mountain herbs.” Tawny port color,

tawny port and menthol nose. Sweet, and—wait for 
it—bitter just when it needs to be. Like bittersweet 
chocolate on the finish, plus a little warmth, 
Christmas candy, strawberry preserves, fruitcake 
with raisins, dried cherries and powdered sugar, 
dark chocolate covered maraschino cherries. 


Carpano Antica (Italy) 

33 Proof (16.5 Percent ABV) 

$16.99-18.99 for 375 ml 

“Rediscovered” recipe (from 1786) entered the 
market in 2001, brought vermouth out of the 
shadows. Cherry liqueur/ruby port color, fruity 
scent. Taste is dried apricots and cherries, plum 
jam, fruity sweet with a vanilla, nectarine and black 
pepper finish. Smooths a Manhattan, but don’t 
overdo the proportions or it could dominate the 
drink. 


D’Pampe (California, USA) 

34 Proof (17 Percent ABV) 

$24.99 for 750 ml 

Poe Vineyards uses a Pinot Noir rose base for this 
grapefruit-flavored vermouth. Pale rose color, bright 
and fruity scent of grapefruit peel and bitter pith. 
Taste is sweet, with butter and—believe it or not— 
Cinnamon Toast Crunch, strawberry jam, full-body 
mouthfeel, almost like liqueur.

Exposingyour dogtohigh temperatures 
and prolonged direct sun with intense 
exercise can lead to heat stroke. Older 
dogs, dogs with shorter snouts, and 
dogs battling illness are particularly 
susceptible. ’d suggest laying off the 
walks right now and find something 
else to do that they enjoy. Do they 
like water? Throwing a ball with the 
sprinklers going is not only amusing 
to watch, but keeps the dog cool while 
having a great time. And have a towel 
handy—not for them, for you! They 
get as much exercise shaking off the 
water as they do running for the ball.
